THE SECOND VETO. 

Although dealing with the same general 
question of military interference at the 
polls, the Message sent to the House yester- 
day, conveying the President’s disapproval 
of the’ bill enacted under orders of the 
Democratic caucus, differs materially from 
that setting forth his objections to the sec- 
tion previously incorporated in the Army 
Appropriation bill.

MR. SHERMANON UNLIMITED SILVER. 

Although it. is some time since Mr. Susr- 
MAN appeared before the Committee “on 
Coinage of the House of Representatives, 
the full report of the conference, now first 
issued, is sufficiently interesting to claim 
attention. The main subject - of discussion 
was the Warner Silver bill, now pend- 
ing in the House, _ which provides 
for’ free coinage of silver and for 
the issue of coin and. bullion certificates, 
but the question of trade dollars was also 
examined at some length. On all the phases 
of these two subjects—except one, to which 
we shall presently call attention—Mr. Sxer- 
MAN spoke with precision and emphasis and 
in a manner calculated to strengthen the 
confidence of the public in his administra- 
tion of his important position.  - 

.He opposed without qualification the re- 
demption of trade dollars in standard silver 
dollars. He showed that there had been 
coined of trade dollars $35,959,300, or in 
round numbers, $36,000,000. Of these, 
some $29,000,000 had been exported, leay- 
ing between seven millions and eight millions 
of dollars in the country. The value of the 
‘bullion in a trade dollar is about 85 cents. 
The market value of the . standard 
dollar is 100 cents. If, then, Congress 
were to offer to exchange the former for the 
latter, it would in effect be an invitation to 
the owners or purchasers of trade dollars 
in China to sent them to this country at a 
profit of 14 or 15 per cent. In other words, 
it wonld be buying the bullion in these 
trade dollars at a loss to the country of 
over $4,000,000, and to the profit not

to their actual current values. He even 
goes so far as to say that if «¢ will 
inorease the weight of the silver dollir so 
as to make it fairly equal in market 
value to the gold dollar, then he [I] 
would be willitg to take the risk of 
the free coinage of both metals.” His 
willingness to assume this risk is based, we 
fear, on a very inadequate conception of its 
extent. According to Mr. SHERMAN’s own 
statement, a variation between the value of 
silver inthe market and that at which it 
was taken in our. coins, amounting to less 
than 3 per cent., drove silver out of use in 
this country for nearly forty years; yet 
there has been a greater variation than 
3 per cent, in the market value of silver 
from time to time within the last three 
months. In other words, if we had adopted 
on, say, the 11th of April last the then ac- 
tual market value of silver as the’ basis of 
our coinage, we should within three weeks 
have seen it undervalued by nearly 3 per 
eent. If we had’taken the value on the 
29th of March, we should within two weeks 
have seen it overvalued nearly 3 per cent. 
Under such circumstances what possible 
security could we have of the stability of 
our currency? And these. variations have 
been insignificant compared with those 
which have taken place within the past four 
years. If, as Mr. SHERMAN seems to as- 
sume, the market value of silver were a 
tolerably fixed value, if it did not vary 
from ‘year to year more than 1 per cent., 
it would be safe enough to coin it. But 
in the face of a record of variations rang- 
ing first down and then up, through fully 
10 per cent., it would be the height of 
folly to undertake to coin ‘silver at any 
fixed ratio to gold. It would introduce the 
wildest confusion into our currency, and 
blast even the hopes which we may now 
reasonably entertain of our present system. 
It is extremely unfortunate that the Secre- 
tary should encourage the silver party by 
Yending his authority to their assumption 
thatunder any probable condition of the 
market their scheme of unlimited coinage,

Next to 
the laws of the Medes and Persians, the 
Constitution of this country appears to be 
about the least changeable of the formal 
enactments of men. 

Amendment of the Constitution, being 
the most difficult thing of all to accomplish, 
and the last means that men would think of 
resorting to in order to effect a result that 
could be reached in any other way, is’ the 
very method agreed upon by women for s 
curing their enfranchisement.’ If woman 
suffrage has any real active enemies, they 
should be entirely satisfied with a policy 
that practically brings the movement to a 
dead halt at an insurmountable barrier.

4 HERO AND A BURGLAR. 

The escape of ‘‘Red” Leary from the 
Ludlow-Street Jail has aroused, in certain 
cireles, a degree of enthusiasm that fully 
explains why burglars regard themselves 
rather as heroes in society than as outcasts 
from it. The Intellectual Department of 
the Herald has been specially stimulated by 
what it‘calls ‘‘the most brilliant jail-break- 
ing exploit in many years,” requiring 
“much more than the ordinary degree of 
mathematical calculation” on the part of 
the deliverers of ‘‘ the missing cracksman.” 
It depicts the throng of visitors to the 
scene as ‘* full of enthusiasm over the mar- 
velous job,” while the lads of New-York are 
‘absolutely beside themselves and exultant 
‘over the daring deed, each individual boy 
wishing, for the moment, that he was a 
“Red’ Laary.” . For the girls of New-York, 
‘an attractive picture is drawn of “‘ the wife 
of the modern’ Jack Sheppard,” with her 

“half-conseious look of pride in her eyes.” 
While regarding Leary himself, the com- 
mitnity is assured; on the authority of “ 
veteran cracksman,” that “a kinder-hearted 
man never broke bread”—or jail, ‘‘ He'd 
toss an ordinary man aerogs'a canal or tie 
a young girl up with a silk handkerchief, if 
they came in his way, with just the same 
ease.” And here a bit of professional in- 
formation is giveri free to the uninitiated 
public: Cracking’ a bank or safe in- 
volves @ desl of expense, and it’s —— 
seldom. you make a good winner. One 
thing about ‘Red’ you can say, however,” 
eondescendingly remarked the expert to 
the Intellectual Department, “he loves to 
get a gang around him and buy up all there 
is to buy” with stolen money. As to educa- 
tion, “he never had any, but nature has 
done more for him in one way than all the 
colleges in the country put together could.” 

This delectable stuff, and much more in 
the same vein, may contribute its mite 
toward nurturing the lads who already wish 
themselves ‘‘ Red” Learys.in a closer imita- 
tion of their model; but hero-worship of 
criminals just now steniis in no want of en- 
couragement. Romance literature already

an outside pocket risks having it taken; 
@ man who tries lonely roads’ at’ lonely 
hours runs his chanees of footpads, All 
these, and all others, can, if they choose, 
avoid the resulting disasters, and even the 
fear of them. But the fear of the burglar 
is something that the timid household can- 
not atoid—the mother left alene.with her 
children, the sick mah, or the graybeard, 
who cannot resist attack. It is the. burglar 
who troubles innocent people, and ‘terrifies 
the helpless, even when no one is plotting 
to attack them. ©The house-burglar not 
only carries distress wherever he goes, but 
apprehension in a thousand places where 
he does not go. 

What is true of the honse-burglar regard- 
ing life and domestic property is as true of 
the bank burglar in relation to hoarded 
earnings. The exploit spoken of as ‘““crack- 
ing a bank” means usually stealing the 
life-long savings of the industrious. The 
rich ordinarily have their money invested 
in business enterprises, or put in such 
forms as to ‘be tolerably protected from 
thieves. Itisthe poor who snffer cruelly 
when a great burglary ruins a bank or de- 
stroys its power of paying interest. There 
is no more perverted form of miscalled 
philanthropy than that which sets itself to 
procuring pardons for burglars on any pre- 
ténse whatever. And there are few more 
reprehensible methods of dealing with these 


pests of society than throwing a glamour of 
romanceover their brutal midnight crimes 
and their tricks to escape well-merited pun- 
ishment.. Even the sneak-thief or the con- 
fidence man is a better subject.of hero-wor- 
ship than the burglar. 


The Mercantile Library, whose annual meet- 
ing takes place to-day, is now 57 years old, and has 
become one of the most important institutions in 
the City, not only to clerks, but-to the general pub- 
lie, There have for a long time been éomplaints, 
atid with cause, that it is: not néarly as useful as it 
might be. Many of those who urge such complaints 
are probably ignorant of the fact that the conductors 
of the Mercantile Library Association are very far 
from being free agents. When the library was start- 
ed, the grave merchants who fathered the enterprise 
thought that, such considerable interests as were 
likely ‘to be involved. in the tenure’ of  valua- 
ble real estate would not be. safe in the hands 
of young clerks, and, consequently, it was vested in 
a body of merchants called the Clinton Hall Asso- 
elation, who are the holders of the building in which 
the Mercantile Library stands. The executive of 
this asséciation is coniposed almost exclusively of 
persons who really take no interest whatever in the 
concerns of the library proper, ana rarely pass its 
doors, confining their attention simply to keeping 
intact its property, and turning a deaf ear to all rep- 
resentations that the library will continue gradually 
to decline in popularity and resources unless it keeps 
up with the times; in fact, Clinton Hail paralyzes 
the Mercantile Library. The matter has now as- 
sumed a somewhat, serious aspect. Very invidious 
comparisons are made between the library here and 
the magnificent establishments which have sprang 
up in half a dozen other cities, and there has 
been considerable talk this Winter among a highly- 
influential class, of starting a new joint-stock library 
on & very extensive scale. The value of a library 
depénds 20 much on concentration that it is greatly 
to the public interest that the Mercantile Library 
shoald, instead, be vigorously supported. Canzot, 
@hen, the Clinton Hall Association take the matter 
actively in hand, and appoint a small committee to 
co-operate with the Council of the Mereantile Li- 
brary in an effort to increase the utility of the insti- 
tution with the large means at the control of the 
former association? Unless some active steps are 
taken, there is danger that the receipts of the libra- 
ry. which, we. ate informed, have of late shown a 
steady decrease, will continue to run down.
